“When it remembered,”’ said Judge 
Adams, ‘“‘of the duties which are imposed 
upon an American citizen and the priceless 
honor which comes of that very fact, the 
gravity of this inquiry becomes apparent. 

“When this statute is violated a blow is 
struck at human liberty and the constitu. 
tion of the country becomes a mere play- 
thing for those who would use {ft to their 
own selfish ends. 

“Procurmg Naturalization papers by 
fraud, by forgery or by other than honest 
dictates constitutes the’ offense.”

[It was at the conclusion of his turn yes- 
terday, after successfully reaching a height 
of about 1500 feet, that Grubbs struck a 
telegraph pole in his descent and nearly 
put an end.to his spectacular exhibitions. 

The accident occurred in sight of the 
thousands who attended the operiing fair 
exercises, and wlw later gathered to see 
Grubbs perform his perilous feat. (co. 

In speaking of what followed the aero- 
naut, who has not reached his 19th year, 
said: ‘ 

‘You know I am sent up in a five-foot 
shell that covers me completely. This shel! 
is attached to my big balicon and we aim 


to Jet it reach a height of from 1500 to 
200 feet before firing the explosives that 
shove me out into space. 

“Before my parachute opens |! 
about 400 feet. After that the descent is 
comparatively easy, unless | happen to 
alight on some obstruction. That is what 
happened yesterday. 

“When my manager, E. B. Hutchinson, 
fired his revolver while standing on the 
ground, the report of which I could plain- 
ly hear, even at that great height, I set 
of the bomb that breaks the shell in which 
I am rolled up, and started for the earth 
at a frightful speed. The parachute didn't 
check me as much as it usually does, and 
instead of letting me down easy after the 
sheer 400-foot drop was reached, I was 
given a through ticket and dashed against 
the cross-bars of a telegraph pole. From 
there I fell to the ground at the feet of 
the people who had been watching me. 

‘TT felt a bit stunned but had no idea 
1 was badly hurt. I knew that if the sand 
bags in the balloon which meanwhile was 
coming down of its own accord, ever got 
loose in that crowd some one would be 
Kilreq #0 3 ran towards it yelling for the 
people to stand back. 

“The next thing I knew some lady in the 
crowd was putting a bottle of smelling 
Sults under my nose, and they were get- 
ting ready to put me in the ambulance. I 
hope to get out today in time to fill my 
contract. I don't know what fear is: have 
had a dozen accidents ‘n the past six 
months, and you'll see the ‘Human Bomb’ 
doing his act this afternoon or tomorrow at 
the latest.’

Woman, Defense Says, Had Ceremony 
Performed After Common-Law 
Spouse’s Death.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—A marriage certi- 
cate, alleged to have been obtained with 
the help of a’ substituted bridegroom after 
the death of the bridegroom named on its 
face and then dated back after the erasure 
of the true date, was exhibited in the su- 
preme court before Justice Barrett, while 
the woman named in it as the bride sat in 
court impatiently tapping the floor with her 
shoes. 

Suing as Maria Alberst, she sought to 
compel Joseph T. Magee to turn over to 
her bank books showing <leposits of $3700 
and a mortgage bond for $10,000, part of the 
estate of Herman Alberst, Jr.. whom she 
described as her deceased husband, and of 
whose estate she has been made adminis- 
trix. 

Richard N. Arnow, as counsel for Ma- 
gee, openly made the charge that Mrs. Al- 
berst had never been anything but the com- 
mon liw wife of Herman; that she had 
gone six weeks after his death. on Sept. 15, 
191. to Washington, with a man whose 
identity does not appear, and there mar- 
ried him, he giving the name of Herman 
Alberst, Jr., and that, after she had re- 
turned, the marriage certificate was al- 
tered so us to show that the ceremony had 
occurred on June 4, 191. Mr. Arnow said 


that the woman had done this to fortify 
her claim to the estate. 

It was alleged that the bond was dated 
five years prior .to the alleged marriage, 
and was payable jointly to Maria Alberst 
and Herman Alberst, Jr. Magee was then 
the plaintiff's attormey and in possession of 
the bond.

Says He Wanted to See the President, 
but Did Not Mean to Kill 
Him. 


WAITED FOR HIM AT CHURCH 


Extended His Hand and Said: “‘Roose- 
velt, Shake Hands With 
Elliott.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—~There is no 
doubt about the insanity of Peter Olsen 
Elliott, who yesterday tried to force his 
way into the White House and was ar- 
rested and disarmed of a revolver, after a 
desperate struggle with the President's se- 
cret service men. 

Among Elliott's possessions were found 
numerous clippings from newspapers 
throughout the country describing and re- 
lating incidents in the life of President 
Roosevelt and cards of the Minneapolis 
Patent Co. of 28 Central avenue, Minne- 
apolis. In one pocket were manuscripts 
written by him in the Swedish language, 
with his picture in different poses at the 
head of eaoh. These contained lectures on 
political and religious subjects. On one of 
them was an address to the American peo- 
ple written in a rambling and incoherent 
fashion. It was laudatory of. President 
Roosevelt. The address spoke of. the 
growing slavery and shameful acts in graft- 
ing and robbing of millionaires .and capi- 
talists on every side, and said that ‘‘before 
it is too late the President wants to save 
the necks of the miilienaires in their ex- 
istence and their sons and daughters from 
the bloody hand of rebellion,’ and finally 
he wants to “crush the trusts in their 
childhood.”” Reference of a pleasant char- 
acter is also made to former President Mc- 
Kinley. 

In his talk at the police station Elliott 
declared he went to the White House be- 


cause the President asked him to come 
and see him. He said he carried a pistol 
to protect himself, and did not intend to 
do any harm to the President. He sald he 
belonged to a church, but not to any s80- 
cieties, and all efforts to connect the man 
with the anarchists failed. The prisoner 
requested that word be sent to .° ae 
Swan, 2218 Irvington avenue, Northeast, 
Minneapolis, asking him to come to Wash- 
Ington. Swan's card was found on the 
prisoner; also a lettér addressed to P. O. 
Oloffson, Binghamton, N. Y. The prisoner 
said he had bought his revolver in Min- 
neapolis two months ago and two weeks 
after left that place and went to New 
York and thence to Baltimore and Washk- 
ington. 

Last Sunday Elliott went to the church 
attended by President Roosevelt, and dur- 
ing the first part of the serv ices occupted 
a seat in the gallery overlooking the pew 
in which the —_ nt sat. He left the 
church at the beginning of the commun: 
ion services and leaned against the fence 
ralling of a house just below the church 
There he awaited the exit of the President. 
Vhen the President emer ed from the 
church he walked = suddenly up to the 
President and put out his /, saying: 

‘Roosevelt, shake hands with Ellicott.’ 

Without slackening his rapid Walk, 
President Roosevelt removed his hat and 
held out his hand, saying, “I am glad to 
meet you,’ and passed on. 


ELLIOTT WELL KNOWN 
IN MINNEAPOLIS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 6.—Peter Ol- 
sen Elliott. also known as Peter Olsen, who 
was taken into custody at the White House 
today, is a well-known South Minneapolis 
character. Two weeks ago he told friends 
he was ‘‘going to Washington to occup) 
the White House.” 

They thought he was joking. He disap- 
peared and nothing was heard of him til 
it was made known that he had attempted 
to see the President. 

Elliott is of Danish birth and speaks the 
Swedish language. His name was former]) 
Olson, which he changed about a year ago 
for personal reasons. He is a strong so- 
clalist, an anarchist talker and was a 
well-known sight on street corners in his 
part of town. He is a machinist. He was 
very reticent as to his former history and 
would never answer any questions about 
himself. He is said to have been a resi- 
dent of this city over four years. He has 
no relatives in this country so far as can 
be learn 

A. A. Swan of this city, who is re- 
quested by Elliott to come to Washin 
ton, is a contractor and has known EI. 
liott for five years. He gaid_ tonight: 
Yes, I was -very much _ surprised to 
learn that Elliott had gone to Washing- 
ton, and when he reached there is a 
mystery to me. He is a crank, but I 
think an entirely harmless one. About 
a year Ago he came to me about some 
machine invention of his and wanted 
to interest me, as he said he intended 
to organize a stock gp vom @ The plan 
fell through and ever since he has wor- 
ried about the matter, believing that 
those whom he interested were planning 
to take his invention away from him 
and have it patented. He talked con- 
tinually of this. He always felt that 
he was a great man and was desirous 
of meeting great men. He often spoke 
of wanting to meet President Roose- 
velt. For this reason, and only this, 
do I think he went to Washington. He

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MILK PASTEURIZING PLANT. 

In order that St. Louis may be benefited by the offer of 
Mr. Nathan Straus to donate a milk pasteurizing plant, the 
conditions precedent to its acceptance must be met. 

These are that the cost of maintaining the plant in opera- 
tion shall be guaranteed. 

The city will get the plant free. The Provident Associa- 
tion is willing to give the use of its building and wagons, pro- 
vided the running expenses can be met. 

hr Chicago the ice companies provide ice free for the pas- 
*teurizing plant. The cost of milk and maintenance in that 
city, after deducting $85 received for sale of milk to those 
who can afford to pay for it, is $150 per week. It is not 
probable that the total cost of maintaining the plant in St. 
Louis, including milk, would much exceed $100 per week dar- 
ing the hot summer months when the plant would be run- 
ning. In addition to this expense for maintenance, it is said 
that it will cost $1000 to install the plant. 

The experience of New York and Chicago has been that the 
death rate among the children of the crowded districts has 
been very materially reduced since these cities have used the 
pasteurizing plants. 

If the poor children of St. Louis are to be saved from the 
effects of impure milk, iT will be necessary for some generous

general is seldom a cabinet officer, but Austen Chamberlain 
has enjvyed that honor in the Balfour ministry. What seems 
an anomaly is the presence of the Irish secretary in the cabi- 
net, while his nominal chief, the Lord Lieutenant of Irelhnd, 
is sometimes excluded, as in the Balfour ministry. This is 
because the lord lieutenant is occupied for the most part 
with social and ceremonial duties, while the secretary is the 
real head of the Irish administration. 

Thus, all cabinet -officers are ministers, but not all ministers 
are in the cabinet. 

The head of the government is the prime minister, although 
such an officer is unknown to the law. He is that minister 
chosen by the King, or rather pointed out by circumstances, 
as the man best fitted to formulate the policies of the goveri- 
ment and work them through Parliament. He must have a 
department, however. Sometimes he takes the chancellorship 
of the exchequer and, infrequently, the foreign office. Mr. 
Galfour is first lord of the treasury and lord privy seal, but 
these offices are sinecures. 

Now that a St. Louis bill of lading has been obtained for 
St. Louis under circumstances which make it possible to place 
and keep St. Louis on the rate sheets and railway maps, the 
business men who have accomplished this end should do vig- 
orous missionary work among the local shippers to make it 
effective. Several railroads—notably the Burlington and 
Louisville & Nashville—have offered St. Louis bills of lading 
to St. Louis shippers;.there was at one time a shippers’ agree- 
ment to ship only by roads giving St. Louis bills of lading, 
but all of these plans were defeated by the transfer companies, 
which offered reduced rated from East St. Louis, generally 
with the co-operation of certain railroads which opposed west 
side terminals. The shippers know now by experience the ter- 
rible handicap of east side deliveries and wagon transfers, and 
they should be willing to put aside a little temporary profit to 
gain a great permanent advantage which will eventually in- 
clude the absorption of the bridge arbitrary. If the shippers 
fail to co-operate in this matter with the railroads, it is use- 
less to attempt to obtain better terminal conditions for St. 
Louis. All the forces in St. Louis should join together in this 
crisis for the permanent welfare of the city. It is an oppor- 
tunity to assure pee St. Louis. 
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TRY FOR KRATZ AGAIN. 

When Circuit Attorney Folk holds his conference with 
President Roosevelt concerning the advisability of making 
bribery an extraditable offense in all treaties he may point 
out to the President a way to bring Kratz from Mexico. 

The investigation by the Post-Dispatch, at the urgent re- 
quest. of Mr. Folk, of the possibility of obtaining the extra- 
dition of Kratz resulted in the discevery of a plan by which it 
might be done. The obstacle in the way of the United States 
government when the first request for Kratz was made was 
the condition prescribed by the Mexican authorities that the 
United States promise reciprocity in similar cases. In the ab- 
sence of a treaty this was impossible. Now that a new treaty, 
which includes bribery as an extraditable crime, has been 
ratified this promise can be given. All that is necessary is a 
renewal of the request with the promise. 

While it is important that bribers and boodlers be deprived 
of refuge in any land it is very desirable that Kratz, one of 
the worst boodlers who has ever operated in this country 
should be brought to punishment. He is now a shining ex- 
ample of the defeat of justice through flight.

MISSOURI CORN CROP GAINS. 


Seventy-Three Per Cent of It Already 
Out of Danger. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Oct. 6.—The state board of 
agriculture has issued the following 
monthly Sren ey eport: 

The month of September was general!y favorabie 
for the development of the corn crop, and while 
light frosts have occurred during the mopbth, no 
damage was sustained. Taking the state as a 
whole, the crop shows a gain of 2 potnts durin 
the, month, the present + ae a being 78, whic 
indNates an averuge yleld per acre equal to the 
average of the past five years. 

A revised estimate of the aé¢reage in cuitiva- 
tion shows a decrease from the crop of 1002 of 
1,201,000 acres, making the resem acreage 
6,402,000, a decrease of nearly 17 per cent. Tne 


per cen of decrease: Northeastern section 
1,298,000, decrease 14 per cent; northwestern 
section 2,174,000 acres, decrease 8 per cent;
